ACTIVITIES  REPORT 

With  the  new  year  of  1956  the  Vocational  School  for  Girls  had  several  new  projects. 

Mnsgr.  Harrington  of  the  Catholic  Charities  has  provided  services  for  the  Catholic  girls. 
We  have  mass  on  Sundays  at  7j30  a.m.    Every  other  Friday,  James  Flaningan,  also  of 
Catholic  Charities,  visits  the  school  for  interviews  and  conferences  with  Catholic  girls. 

The  new  inter-communication  system  was  installed  the  first  week  of  January  and  provides 
a  two-way  system  of  communication  from  the  office  to  all  cottages  and  buildings.  This 
replaced  an  old  system  that  was  frequently  out  of  service. 

On  January  third  Mr.  Maurice  Strickland,  boiler  inspector  from  Industrial  Accident, 
checked  the  building  and  heating  plants  of  Adair  Hall,  Stewart  Hall,  and  Canaday  Hall. 
We  received  Certificate  of  Safety  Inspection  on  these  three  buildings. 

All  the  employees  of  the  school  are  now  covered  by  Social  Security,  retroactive  to 
January  1,  1955. 

During  this  quarter  our  students  have  enjoyed  dances  in  the  gymnasium  on  January  11, 
February  14  and  March  16.    Music  for  these  occasions  was  provided  by  a  grant  from  the 
Trust  Funds  of  the  Recording  Industries  obtained  by  the  cooperation  of  Local  642  American 
Federation  of  Musicians. 

On  January  14  twenty-three  District  Judges  of  the  State  of  Montana  had  limch  at  the 
School.    We  were  happy  to  have  this  group  visit  us.    The  orchestra  and  chorus  entertained 
the  group.    Also  on  the  14th,  thirty-six  members  of  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary,  who 
were  in  Helena  attending  a   State  meeting,  visited  the  school. 


The  orchestra  and  chorus  entertained  at  Fort  Harrison  open  house  on  February  5 . 

Five  of  our  students  performed  at  Tiyout  Theatre  in  Helena  on  March  8,  9  and  10. 

Two  of  our  students  are  practicing  with  the  Helena  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Twelve  of  our  girls  attended  the  concert  of  the  Helena  Symphony  on  February  26  at  the 
Civic  Center  in  Helena. 

Miss  Ruth  Bartlett  from  the  Denver  office  of  the  Children's  Bureau  visited  the  school 
in  January. 

Mrs.  Halverson  of  the  Montana  Power  Company  presented  lighting  and  cooking  demonstrations 
for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes  in  Home  Economics. 

During  this  quarter  we  have  issued  mittens,  nightgowns,  coats  and  dresses  to  our  students. 

The  Senior  class  has  earned  enough  money  to  have  their  pictures  taken  by  a  studio  in 
Helena  and  to  order  invitations  for  gradxoation. 

The  Superintendent,  Miss  Ruby  A.  Miller,  represented  the  Montana  Conference  of  Social 
Welfare  at  the  January  25  meeting  of  the  Montana  Council  for  Children  and  Youth. 

Miss  Miller  attended  the  National  Conference  of  Superintendents  of  Correctional  Insti- 
tutions for  Women  and  Girls  at  Chicago,  February  20-22. 

The  20th  Century  Studio  took  ping-pong  pictures  of  all  the  girls  in  the  school  on  Sunday, 
March  11. 

Our  school  was  represented  by  Annette  Lewis,  Field  Visitor,  at  the  Montana  Mental 
Hygiene  Association  meeting  in  Butte  on  March  23  and  24.
